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HIGHLIGHTS 


Viage  Settlements 

1.  The  weighted  average  annual  percentage  increases  for  all  new 
agreements  in  the  first  quarter  of  1983  fell  to  8.8%  from  10.1%  in  the 
Ath  quarter  in  1982. 

2.  In  March  the  average  annual  percentage  increase  for  new  agreements  was 
7.9%  compared  to  9.1%  in  February  and  9.0%  in  January. 

3.  Private  sector  settlements  in  the  first  quarter  averaged  just  over  6% 
compared  to  just  over  9%  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1982. 

A.  Public  sector  settlements  fell  to  just  over  9.5%  from  10.5%  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  1982.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  primary  reason 
for  the  difference  between  the  private  and  public  sector  settlement 
levels  is  the  heavy  weighting  of  the  arbitrated  settlements  between 
the  Alberta  Government  and  A.U.P.E.  All  of  those  agreements  had 
expired  at  the  end  of  March  1982.

5.       Person-days    lost   due   to   strikes/lockouts   in  Alberta  during   the  first 
quarter  was  down  to  A28  from  183,335  in  the  first  quarter  of  1982.

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TECHNICAL  NOTES 


SettlcHjents:      Settlements    included    in   this    report   are    those   which  are 
either   negotiated   or   arbitrated   and   are   acquired   by   this   branch  through; 
Mediation  Services'    monitoring   system,    the  media   and   other  sources. 
Details   are   verified   by   a   researcher   from  this   branch   through  telephone 
contact   with   the   parties  involved. 


At   times   it    is   necessary    to   slightly   alter   the   data   when   average  annual 
percentage   increases   are   calculated.      For   example,    when   a  COLA   occurs  in 
the   second   year   of   a    two   year   agreement,    the   duration   of    the   agreement  is 
shown   as   12   months,    and   the   end   rate   used    is   the   last   given   rate   in  the 
agreement.      The   reason   for   this    is   that   most   COL  As   are   based   on  increases 
in   the  Consumer  Price  Index   and   these   figures   are   not   available   ahead  of 
time  . 


Annual,   monthly,    bi-weekly   etc.    salaries   are   all    reduced    to   hourly  rates 
based   on   the   hours   of   work   expressed   in   the   agreement.     For  teacher 
agreements,    the   hours   of   work   are   assumed   to   be   1,664   hours   per  year. 

Settlements   not    included    in   this   report   are   those   where   payment   is    based  on 
piece   rate   or   milage   rate   systems,    or    incomplete   settlement   data  is 
obtained.      The  wage    information   for   the   quarter   under   review  is 
"preliminary"    and   will    be   revised    in   the   next   report   should   details  of 
other   settlements   in   the   quarter   be   subsequently  acquired. 

Work  Stoppage  Statistics:      (TABLE    IX   -   Inter  Provincial  Rankings).  To 
prepare   this   table   comparing  Alberta's   strike   record  with   other  provinces, 
it    is   necessary    to   use  Labour  Canada   data.      Their   methodology   and  criteria 
for   recording    strike   statistics    is   somewhat   different    from   ours,    so  the 
reader   should   note   that   the   person-days   lost   figures   for   Alberta   on  Table 
IX   are   not    strictly   comparable   to   the   figures   in   the   listing   of  "Legal 
Strikes  and  Lockouts   in  Alberta". 


DEFINITIONS: 

3ob  Class  -  Job  classification. 

Base  -   represents   the   starting   wage   rate   taken    from   the  lowest 

paid   classification   in   the   collective   agreement,  apart 
from   any   part-time   or   probationary   rates;    eg.  labourers 
or   helpers   rates   are   commonly   used   here.      In  teacher 
agreements   the   first   year   rate   for   the   fourth  level 
year   degree)    Is  used. 

Mid  -   represents   the   starting   wage   rate  mid-way   between  the 

base   rate   and   high   rate.      If   there   is   no   rate  exactly 
half  way   between   the   base   and   high   rates,    the   rate  which 
is   closest   to  mid-way   is   used.      In   teacher  agreements, 
the   first   year   of   the  fifth   level   is  used. 


High 


-   represents   the   starting   wage   rate   taken   from   the  highest 
paid   classification   in   the   agreement   apart   from  any 
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foreman   or   supervisory   rates.      3ourneyman   rates  are 
commonly   used   here.      In   teacher   agreements   the  first 
year   of   the   sixth   level    is  used. 

For   technical    reasons,    when    only   two    rates    are   listed  in 
an   agreement,    the   lowest   rate   is   used   for   both   the  base 
and   mid.      When   only   one   rate   is   given,    it    is   used  for 
the   base,   mid   and  high. 

Public  Sector         -  For   the   purpose   of   this   report   organizations   Involved  in 
the   following   activities   make   up   the   public  sector: 
broadcasting,    telecommunications,    utilities,  education 
and   related   services,    hospitals   and   related   health  care, 
urban   transit,    welfare   organizations,    and  public 
administration    (ie.   municipalities   and  government). 


Private  Sector 


All  groups  not  listed  under  Public  Sector  are  considered 
private   sector   for   the   purpose   of   this  report. 


COLA 


A   provision   in   a   collective   agreement   which   provides  for 
payment    of    a   cost-of-living   allowance   at   specified  times 
during   the   term   of   the   agreement,    based   on   increases  in 
the  Consumer  Price  Index.

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FOREWORD 


This  issue  contains  a  number  of  significant  changes  in  the  presentation 
and  format  of  data.     The  changes  are  part  of  an  ongoing  program  of  stand- 
ardizing and  simplifying  the  presentation  of  the  statistical  information 
in  this  publ i  cat  i  on . 

The  most  significant  change  is   in  the  tables  dealing  with  negotiated 
wage  settlements   (Tables  l-IV).     Instead  of  reporting  as  previously, 
the  weighted  average  percentages  for  the  "base",  "mid"  and  "high"  job 
classifications,  only  one  number  is  presented  which  is  a  composite  of 
the  three  previously  reported.     The  technical  notes  on  page  17  outline 
the  methodology  used.     Also,  Appendix  "A"  still  contains  individual 
settlement  information  in  an  unchanged  format. 

A  further  change  in  this  issue  is  the  elimination  of  teacher  settlements 
from  the  general   reporting  system.     The  nature  of  the  teacher  grid  com- 
pensation structure  makes  it  very  difficult  to  incorporate  settlements 
and  consequently  they  are  reported  separately  in  Table  IV  and  Appendix 
"B". 

It  is  intended  that  future  issues  will   incorporate  further  changes  in- 
cluding:    graphical  depiction  of  trends  over  time;  fully  standardized 
presentation  format;  and,  a  modified  presentation  of  average  weekly  and 
hourly  earnings  in  light  of  the  revised  Statistics  Canada  survey  which 
produces  these  figures. 

The  recent  and  contemplated  changes  are  intended  to  improve  the  value 
and  accessibility  of  this  document  to  the  reader.     Comments,  critical 
and  otherwise,  and  suggestions  are  welcomed  and  may  be  directed  to 
Nick  Frans,  Manager,   Information  and  Statistics  Unit.

Wage  Settlenents

1.  The  weighted  average  annual  percentage  increase  for  all  new 
settlements  has  fallen  from  8.8%  in  the  first  quarter  of  1983  to  4.6% 
in  second  quarter.  This  compares  to  an  annual  average  of  13.4%  in 
1982  and  14.3%  in  1981. 

2.  Second  quarter  increases  averaged  4.6%  compared  to  13.5%  for 
settlements  in  the  same  quarter  in  1982. 

3.  There  is  some  indication  of  a  trend  to  shorter  wage  schedules  as 
evidenced  by  an  average  duration  for  settlements  in  the  second  quarter 
of  14.7  months  compared  to  20.5  months  in  the  same  quarter  in  1982,

4.  Second  quarter  public  sector  wage  settlements  were  still  ahead  of 
private  sector  settlements  (5.0%  vs.  4,2%)  although  both  showed 
significant  declines  from  the  first  quarter  (9.9%  and  5.9% 
respectively) . 

5.  In  June,  for  the  first  time  since  1981,  public  sector  settlements  were 
lower  than  the  private  sector  (4.4%  vs.  4.8%).

6.  In  the  second  quarter  the  highest  settlement  increases  were  in  the 
mining  sector  at  6.3%.  The  lowest  was  in  the  construction  industry, 
at  1.4%.  These  numbers  were  based  on  a  small  number  of  agreements  and 
may  not  be  totally  representative.  All  industry  sectors  have  shown  a 
significant  and  consistent  decline  in  settlement  increases  since  1982,

7.  In  the  29  reported  teacher  settlements  to  date  the  increase  in  the 
average  of  the  minimums  in  category  4  (4  year  education  degree)  was 
5.2%  while  the  increase  in  the  average  of  the  maximums  was  4.9%.

8.  There  have  been  five  strikes/lockouts  initiated  during  this  quarter  in 
Alberta.  All  of  these  plus  the  two  stoppages  that  began  last  quarter, 
have  now  terminated  leaving  Alberta  with  a  total  of  8,083  person-days 
lost  due  to  strike/lockout  in  1983.

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TECHNICAL  NOTES 


Settlements:  Settlements  included  in  this  report  are  those  which  are 
either  negotiated  or  arbitrated  and  are  acquired  by  this  branch  through; 
Mediation  Services'  monitoring  system,  the  media  and  other  sources. 
Details  are  verified  by  a  researcher  from  this  branch  through  telephone 
contact  with  the  parties  involved. 

At  times  it  is  necessary  to  slightly  alter  the  data  when  average  annual 
percentage  increases  are  calculated.  For  example,  when  a  COLA  occurs  in 
the  second  year  of  a  two  year  agreement,  the  duration  of  the  agreement  is 
shown  as  12  months,  and  the  end  rate  used  is  the  last  given  rate  in  the 
agreement.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  most  COLAs  are  based  on  increases 
in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  and  these  figures  are  not  available  ahead  of 
time. 

Annual,  monthly,  bi-weekly  etc.  salaries  are  all  reduced  to  hourly  rates 
based  on  the  hours  of  work  expressed  in  the  agreement. 

Settlements  not  included  in  this  report  are  those  where  payment  is  based  on 
piece  rate  or  milage  rate  systems,  or  incomplete  settlement  data  is 
obtained.  The  wage  information  for  the  quarter  under  review  is 
"preliminary"  and  will  be  revised  in  the  next  report  should  details  of 
other  settlements  in  the  quarter  be  subsequently  acquired. 

Beginning  with  the  second  quarter,  1983  issue  teacher  settlements  from  1983 
on  are  not  included  in  the  computerized  reporting  system  but  are  listed 
separately  in  the  appendix 

Work  Stoppage  Statistics:  (TABLE  IX  -  Inter  Provincial  Rankings).  To 
prepare  this  table  comparing  Alberta's  strike  record  with  other  provinces, 
it  is  necessary  to  use  Labour  Canada  data.  Their  methodology  and  criteria 
for  recording  strike  statistics  is  somewhat  different  from  ours,  so  the 
reader  should  note  that  the  person-days  lost  figures  for  Alberta  on  Table 
IX  are  not  strictly  comparable  to  the  figures  in  the  listing  of  "Legal 
Strikes  and  Lockouts  in  Alberta". 


DEFINITIONS: 

Job  Class  -  job  classification. 

Base  -  represents  the  starting  wage  rate  taken  from  the  lowest 
paid  classification  in  the  collective  agreement,  apart 
from  any  part-time  or  probationary  rates;  eg.  labourers 
or  helpers  rates  are  commonly  used  here. 

Mid  -  represents  the  starting  wage  rate  mid-way  between  the 
base  rate  and  high  rate.  If  there  is  no  rate  exactly 
half  way  between  the  base  and  high  rates,  the  rate  which 
is  closest  to  mid-way  is  used. 


High  -  represents  the  starting  wage  rate  taken  from  the  highest 
paid    classification    in    the    agreement    apart    from  any 
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foreman  or  supervisory  rates.  Journeyman  rates  are 
commonly  used  here. 

When  only  two  rates  are  listed  in  an  agreement,  the 
lowest  rate  is  used  for  both  the  base  and  mid.  When 
only  one  rate  is  given,  it  is  used  for  the  base,  mid  and 
high. 

The  reported  settlement  increases  in  Tables  I  to  III  are 
derived  by  taking  an  arithmetic  average  of  the,  base, 
mid  and  high  rates  in  each  settlement  and  applying  the 
weighting  formula  at  the  end  of  the  this  section.  For 
individual  settlements  all  rates  are  reported  in 
Appendix  "A". 

Public  Sector  -  For  the  purpose  of  this  report  organizations  involved  in 
the  following  activities  make  up  the  public  sector: 
broadcasting,  telecommunications,  utilities,  education 
and  related  services,  hospitals  and  related  health  care, 
urban  transit,  welfare  organizations,  and  public 
administration  (ie.  municipalities  and  government). 

Private  Sector  -  All  groups  not  listed  under  Public  Sector  are  considered 
private  sector  for  the  purpose  of  this  report. 

COLA  -  A  provision  in  a  collective  agreement  which  provides  for 

payment  of  a  cost-of-living  allowance  at  specified  times 
during  the  term  of  the  agreement,  based  on  increases  in 
the  Consumer  Price  Index.  COLA  is  used  in  this  report 
to  indicate  additional  wage  increases  that  cannot  yet  be 
tabulated  as  explained  in  the  "Technical  Notes".  It  is 
also  used  when  end  rates  can  be  established  but  the 
agreement  states  that  there  could  be  additional 
increases  should  the  CPI  increase  by  a  specified  amount. 
All  collective  agreements  with  wage  reopeners  are 
treated  in  the  same  manner. 

Settlement  Date  -  is  the  date  that  the  collective  agreement  was  ratified 
or  signed.  If  this  date  cannot  be  established,  then  the 
effective  date  of  the  collective  agreement  is  used. 

is  the  date  the  new  wage  schedule  comes  into  effect  and 
is  usually  the  same  as  the  effective  date  of  the 
agreement. 

is  the  expiry  date  of  the  wage  schedule,  and  is  usually 
the  same  as  the  expiry  date  of  the  agreement  except  in 
cases  where  certain  COLA  or  wage  re-opener  clauses  are 
in  effect. 

is  the  duration  of  the  wage  schedule  and  is  usually  the 
same  as  the  duration  of  the  agreement  except  where 
certain  COLA  or  wage  re-opener  clauses  are  in  effect.

This  issue  of  the  Collective  Bargaining  Scene/Labour  Fact  Book  continues 
the  changes  in  format  and  presentation  begun  last  quarter.  Most 
statistical  tables  have  now  been  standardized  with  respect  to  format  and 
will  not  experience  significant  further  changes  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

There  are  two  notable  changes  which  have  been  introduced  in  this  issue.  We 
are  pleased  to  include  several  graphs  depicting  trend  patterns  in  wage 
settlements  as  well  as  a  depiction  of  Alberta  work  stoppage  statistics 
compared  to  several  other  jurisdictions. 

The  other  change  is  the  introduction  of  the  statistical  table  (Table  XII) 
based  on  the  revised  Statistics  Canada  survey  of  Employment,  Earnings  and 
Hours.  This  survey  has  now  been  expanded  to  include  public  as  well  as 
private  sector  employers,  and  to  include  employers  with  fewer  than  20 
employees . 

It  is  hoped  that  by  the  next  of  following  issue  the  process  of  complete 
revision  will  be  completed.  To  ensure  that  the  changes  made  and 
contemplated  are  in  tune  with  the  needs  of  our  readers  a  feedback 
questionnaire  is  attached.  Your  cooperation  in  completing  and  returning  it 
promptly  is  greatly  appreciated.

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HIGHLIGHTS 


Wage  Settlements 

All  Industry  (Table  I) 

1.  The  weighted  average  annual  percentage  increase  for  all  new  settlements 
has  fallen  from  4.6%  in  the  second  quarter  of  1983  to  3.5%  in  third 
quarter.  This  compares  to  an  annual  average  of  13.4%  in  1982  and  14.3% 
in  1981. 

2.  Third  quarter  increases  averaged  3.5%  compared  to  14.2%  for  settlements 
in  the  same  quarter  in  1982. 

3.  There  is  some  indication  of  a  trend  to  shorter  wage  schedules  as 
evidenced  by  an  average  duration  for  settlements  in  the  second  quarter 
of  18.8  months  compared  to  21.2  months  in  the  same  quarter  in  1982. 

Public  and  Private  Settlements  (Table  II) 

4.  Third  quarter  public  sector  wage  settlements  were  still  ahead  of 
private  sector  settlements  (6.2%  vs.  2.8%)  although  much  below  the 
15.2%  increase  registered  in  the  third  quarter  of  1982. 

5.  Of  the  253  private  section  settlements  reported  to  the  end  of  September 
143  indicated  no  wage  increase.  An  additional  18  settlements  reported 
a  decrease  in  hourly  wages. 

In  the  public  section,  four  of  the  82  reported  settlements  included  a 
0%  wage  increase. 

Overall,  49%  of  all  settlements  (excluding  teachers)  reported  this  year 
have  experienced  either  no  wage  increase  or  an  actual  decrease. 

Industry  Settlements  (Table  III) 

6.  In  the  third  quarter  the  highest  settlement  increases  were  in  the 
public  administration  sector  at  7.7%.  The  lowest  was  in  the 
manufacturing  industry,  at  2.0%. 

Teachers  (Table  IV) 

7.  In  the  43  reported  teacher  settlements  to  date  the  increase  in  the 
average  of  the  minimums  in  category  4  (4  year  education  degree)  was 
5.4%  while  the  increase  in  the  average  of  the  maximums  was  5.2%. 

Other  Items  of  Interest 

Legal  Strikes  &  Lockouts  (Table  VIII) 

8.  There  have  been  two  strikes /lockouts  initiated  during  this  quarter  in 
Alberta.  All  of  these  plus  the  seven  stoppages  that  began  in  previous 
quarters,  have  now  terminated  leaving  Alberta  with  a  total  of  12,871 
person-days  lost  due  to  strike/lockout  in  1983  to  the  end  of  September.

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TECHNICAL  NOTES 


Settlenents :  Settlements  included  in  this  report  are  those  which  are 
either  negotiated  or  arbitrated  and  are  acquired  by  this  branch  through; 
Mediation  Services'  monitoring  system,  the  media  and  other  sources. 
Details  are  verified  by  a  researcher  from  this  branch  through  telephone 
contact  with  the  parties  involved. 

At  times  it  is  necessary  to  slightly  alter  the  data  when  average  annual 
percentage  increases  are  calculated.  For  example,  when  a  COLA  occurs  in 
the  second  year  of  a  two  year  agreement,  the  duration  of  the  agreement  is 
shown  as  12  months,  and  the  end  rate  used  is  the  last  given  rate  in  the 
agreement.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  most  COLAs  are  based  on  increases 
in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  and  these  figures  are  not  available  ahead  of 
time. 

Annual,  monthly,  bi-weekly  etc.  salaries  are  all  reduced  to  hourly  rates 
based  on  the  hours  of  work  expressed  in  the  agreement. 

Settlements  not  included  in  this  report  are  those  where  payment  is  based  on 
piece  rate  or  milage  rate  systems,  or  incomplete  settlement  data  is 
obtained.  The  wage  information  for  the  quarter  under  review  is 
"preliminary"  and  will  be  revised  in  the  next  report  should  details  of 
other  settlements  in  the  quarter  be  subsequently  acquired. 

Beginning  with  the  second  quarter,  1983  issue  teacher  settlements  from  1983 
on  are  not  included  in  the  computerized  reporting  system  but  are  listed 
separately  in  the  appendix 

Work  Stoppage  Statistics:  (TABLE  IX  -  Inter  Provincial  Rankings).  To 
prepare  this  table  comparing  Alberta's  strike  record  with  other  provinces 
it  is  necessary  to  use  Labour  Canada  data.  Their  methodology  and  criteria 
for  recording  strike  statistics  is  somewhat  different  from  ours,  so  the 
reader  should  note  that  the  person-days  lost  figures  for  Alberta  on  Table 
IX  are  not  strictly  comparable  to  the  figures  in  the  listing  of  "Legal 
Strikes  and  Lockouts  in  Alberta". 


DEFINITIONS: 

Job  Class  -  job  classification. 

Base  -  represents  the  starting  wage  rate  taken  from  the  lowest 
paid  classification  in  the  collective  agreement,  apart 
from  any  part-time  or  probationary  rates;  eg.  labourers 
or  helpers  rates  are  commonly  used  here. 

Mid  -  represents  the  starting  wage  rate  mid-way  between  the 
base  rate  and  high  rate.  If  there  is  no  rate  exactly 
half  way  between  the  base  and  high  rates,  the  rate  which 
is  closest  to  mid-way  is  used. 


High  -  represents  the  starting  wage  rate  taken  from  the  highest 
paid    classification    in    the    agreement    apart    from  any 
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foreman  or  supervisory  rates.  Journeyman  rates  are 
commonly  used  here. 

When  only  two  rates  are  listed  in  an  agreement,  the 
lowest  rate  is  used  for  both  the  base  and  mid.  When 
only  one  rate  is  given,  it  is  used  for  the  base,  mid  and 
high. 

The  reported  settlement  increases  in  Tables  I  to  III  are 
derived  by  taking  an  arithmetic  average  of  the,  base, 
mid  and  high  rates  in  each  settlement  and  applying  the 
weighting  formula  at  the  end  of  the  this  section.  For 
individual  settlements  all  rates  are  reported  in 
Appendix  "A". 

Public  Sector  -  For  the  purpose  of  this  report  organizations  involved  in 
the  following  activities  make  up  the  public  sector: 
broadcasting,  telecommunications,  utilities,  education 
and  related  services,  hospitals  and  related  health  care, 
urban  transit,  welfare  organizations,  and  public 
administration  (ie.  municipalities  and  government). 

Private  Sector  -  All  groups  not  listed  under  Public  Sector  are  considered 
private  sector  for  the  purpose  of  this  report. 

COLA  -  A  provision  in  a  collective  agreement  which  provides  for 

payment  of  a  cost-of-living  allowance  at  specified  times 
during  the  term  of  the  agreement,  based  on  increases  in 
the  Consumer  Price  Index.  COLA  is  used  in  this  report 
to  indicate  additional  wage  increases  that  cannot  yet  be 
tabulated  as  explained  in  the  "Technical  Notes".  It  is 
also  used  when  end  rates  can  be  established  but  the 
agreement  states  that  there  could  be  additional 
increases  should  the  CPI  increase  by  a  specified  amount. 
All  collective  agreements  with  wage  reopeners  are 
treated  in  the  same  manner. 

Settlement  Date  -  is  the  date  that  the  collective  agreement  was  ratified 
or  signed.  If  this  date  cannot  be  established,  then  the 
effective  date  of  the  collective  agreement  is  used. 

Effective  Date  -  is  the  date  the  new  wage  schedule  comes  into  effect  and 
is  usually  the  same  as  the  effective  date  of  the 
agreement. 

Expiry  Date  -  is  the  expiry  date  of  the  wage  schedule,   and  is  usually 

the  same  as  the  expiry  date  of  the  agreement  except  in 
cases  where  certain  COLA  or  wage  re-opener  clauses  are 
in  effect. 


Duration 


-is  the  duration  of  the  wage  schedule  and  is  usually  the 
same  as  the  duration  of  the  agreement  except  where 
certain  COLA  or  wage  re-opener  clauses  are  in  effect.

Wage  Settlements 

Overall,  in  1983  negotiated  wage  settlements  in  Alberta  were  very 
significantly  lower  than  in  1981  and  1982.  A  weighted  average  of  all 
recorded  settlements  in  1983  was  5.9%  compared  to  13.1%  in  1983  and  14.3% 
in  1981.  After  first  quarter  average  increases  of  8.7%  the  second,  third 
and  fourth  quarters  respectively  experienced  average  increases  of  4.7%, 
3.6%  and  4.0%.     (Details  in  Table  I) 

Labour  Canada,  which  analyses  only  settlements  covering  500  or  more 
employees,  reported  increases  for  Alberta  in  1983  of  9.4,  5.9  and  6.2% 
respectively  for  the  first,  second  and  third  quarters.  This  indicates 
that,  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  1983  at  least,  larger  bargaining 
units  in  the  province,  on  average,  experienced  higher  wage  settlements. 
(Details  in  Table  V) 

Over  the  year  public  sector  settlements,  on  average  have  been  higher  than 
those  in  the  private  sector  .  For  1983,  the  average  increase  in  public 
sector  wage  rates  was  7.6%  while  for  the  private  sector  this  was  4.1%.  For 
the  final  quarter  of  1983  public  sector  settlements  were  at  5.1%  while 
private  sector  settlements  averaged  3.1%.  It  should  be  noted  that  there 
were  very  few  public  sector  settlements  reported  in  the  4th  quarter  and 
additional  settlements  may  well  result  in  a  different  percentage  increase 
for  this  quarter.     (Details  in  Table  III) 

In  looking  at  negotiated  increases  by  industry  ,  the  settlements  during 
1983  ranged  from  2.4%  in  the  construction  industry  to  9.6%  in  public 
administration.  The  next  lowest  increases  were  in  the  manufacturing 
industry  at  4.2%.  It  should  be  noted  that  there  were  only  a  few 
construction  agreements  negotiated  in  1983;  the  vast  majority  to  agreements 
will  expiry  on  April  30  after  a  two-year  term.  It  should  be  noted  that  an 
early  settlement  was  concluded  in  the  construction  industry  between  two 
trade  division  of  the  CLR-A  and  the  Sheet  Metal  Workers  Union.  The 
agreement  included  a  significant  reduction  in  the  journe3mian  rate  effective 
December,  1983  with  a  partial  recovery  in  May  1985.     (Details  in  Table  IV) 

By  year's  end  most  teacher  collective  agreements  had  been  concluded.  In 
the  72  reported  settlements  the  average  minimum  (category  4)  increased  by 
5.3%  and  the  average  maximum  for  this  category  increased  by  5.2%. 
(Details  in  Table  II) 

In  the  interprovincial  comparisons  of  negotiated  wage  settlements,  in 
agreements  covering  more  than  500  employees  a  very  significant  decline  in 
increases  was  evident  between  1982  and  1983.  For  Canada  as  a  whole 
increases  for  the  first,  second  and  third  quarters  were  4.4,  3.5  and  5.3% 
respectively  compared  to  12.1,  12.1  and  8.6%  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  1982.  Of  the  provinces  west  of  Quebec,  Alberta  showed  the  highest 
increases  in  the  first  quarter  at  9.4%  compared  to  British  Columbia  which 
was  the  lowest  at  6.1%.     In  the  second  quarter  the  highest  increases  were 
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registered  by  Manitoba  at  8.2%  and  the  lowest  again  by  British  Columbia  at 
5.2%  compared  to  5.7%  for  Alberta.  In  the  third  quarter  Manitoba  at  9.2% 
was  the  highest  while  Ontario  and  British  Columbia  were  the  lowest  at  4.6% 
compared  to  Alberta  at  6.2%.     (Details  in  Table  V) 


Collective  Bargaining 

In  1983,  476  collective  agreements  expired  in  Alberta  including  285  in  the 
month  of  December  alone.  This  compares  to  725  expired  agreements  in  1982. 
In  total  760  agreements  were  settled  in  1983  with  about  66%  of  those  in  the 
private  sector  and  34%  in  the  public  sector.     (Details  in  Table  VI) 

The  1984  bargaining  calendar  for  Alberta  is  very  heavy.  During  the  five 
months  spanning  December,  1983  to  April  527  agreements  expire  covering 
almost  180,000  employees.  Since  very  few  agreements  were  concluded  in 
December  1983,  nearly  all  of  the  bargaining  will  take  place  in  1984.  In 
the  public  sector  ,  including  health  care,  education,  municipal  and 
provincial  government,  most  agreements  will  be  negotiated.  In  the  private 
sector  the  construction  industry,  with  54  agreements  covering  about  44,000 
workers,  constitutes  the  most  significant  group  whose  agreements  all  expire 
in  April. 

Person-days  lost  due  to  legal  strikes  and  lockouts  totalled  15,425  in  1983 
compared  to  333,783  in  1982.  For  1983  this  amounts  to  less  than  .001%  of 
time  worked  in  Alberta.  A  total  of  10  strikes  took  place  compared  to  27  in 
1982. 

Interprovincial  comparisons  of  work  stoppage  statistics  as  prepared  by 
Labour  Canada  show  that  to  the  end  of  July  Alberta  had  lost  .63  days  per 
10,000  worked  compared  to  Quebec  at  69.86,  Ontario  at  9.41,  British 
Columbia  at  7.48  and  24.23  for  Canada  as  a  whole.  (Details  in  Table  VII 
and  IX) 


Economic  Data 

Average   weekly   earnings  in   Alberta   based   on    the  industrial   composite  as 

produced  by  Statistics  Canada  were  quite  stable  for  the  first  ten  months  of 
1983.  The  increases  noted  in  Alberta  from  July  to  November  were  no  more 
than  $6  per  week  or  just  slightly  over  1%.  Alberta's  relative  ranking  as 
compared  to  Canada,  British  Columbia,  Saskatchewan  and  Ontario  changed  very 
little  over  the  year.  Since  1982  Alberta  decline  relatively  very  slightly 
compared  to  the  other  jurisdictions  except  British  Columbia.  (Details  in 
Table  XI) 

In  March  of  1983  Statistics  Canada  substantially  modified  its  Emplo3nnent, 
Earnings  and  Hours  survey  by  expanding  its  industrial  coverage  (it  will  now 
cover  education,  health  care  and  public  administration  as  well)  and 
extending  the  survey  sample  to  include  firms  of  all  sizes  rather  than  only 
firms  with  20  or  more  employees.  One  result  is  that  the  "industrial 
composite"  weekly  earnings  series  will  be  discontinued  and  replaced  by  the 
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"industrial  aggregate."  Table  XII  provides  a  "snapshot"  of  weekly  and 
hourly  earnings,  overtime  hours  and  number  of  employees  in  various 
industries  as  provided  by  this  survey. 

The  Consumer  Price  Index  in  Canada  experienced  as  average  increase  of  5.8% 
during  1983  compared  to  10.8%  in  1982.  This  was  precisely  matched  by 
Edmonton  while  Calgary  experienced  an  average  increase  only  4.5%  for  1983 
and  12.0%  in  1982.  Compared  to  the  base  year  of  1981  the  C.P.I,  for  Canada 
stood  at  119.6  in  December  1983  while  in  Edmonton  it  was  118.8  and  in 
Calgary  118.3.     (Details  in  Table  XIII) 


Labour  Force 

Average  unemployment  in  Alberta  in  1983  was  at  10.5%  compared  to  7.5%  in 
1982.  The  average  Canadian  unemployment  rate  for  1983  was  11.9%  while  it 
was  10.4%  in  Ontario,  7.4%  in  Saskatchewan  and  13.8%  in  British  Columbia. 
(Details  in  Table  XIV) 

In  December  1983  Alberta's  participation  rate  was  at  69.7%  compared  to 
Canada  at  63.2%,  Ontario  at  66.3%  and  British  Columbia  at  62.3%.  At  the 
same  time  the  employment/ population  ratio  in  Alberta  was  62.5%  compared  to 
Canada  at  56.2%.

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TECHNICAL  NOTES 


Settlements:  Settlements  included  in  this  report  are  those  which  are 
either  negotiated  or  arbitrated  and  are  acquired  by  this  branch  through; 
Mediation  Services'  monitoring  system,  the  media  and  other  sources. 
Details  are  verified  by  a  researcher  from  this  branch  through  telephone 
contact  with  the  parties  involved. 

At  times  it  is  necessary  to  slightly  alter  the  data  when  average  annual 
percentage  increases  are  calculated.  For  example,  when  a  (X)LA  occurs  in 
the  second  year  of  a  two  year  agreement,  the  duration  of  the  agreement  is 
shown  as  12  months,  and  the  end  rate  used  is  the  last  given  rate  in  the 
agreement.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  most  COLAs  are  based  on  increases 
in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  and  these  figures  are  not  available  ahead  of 
time. 

Annual,  monthly,  bi-weekly  etc.  salaries  are  all  reduced  to  hourly  rates 
based  on  the  hours  of  work  expressed  in  the  agreement. 

Settlements  not  included  in  this  report  are  those  where  payment  is  based  on 
piece  rate  or  milage  rate  systems,  or  incomplete  settlement  data  is 
obtained.  The  wage  information  for  the  quarter  under  review  is 
"preliminary"  and  will  be  revised  in  the  next  report  should  details  of 
other  settlements  in  the  quarter  be  subsequently  acquired. 

Beginning  with  the  second  quarter,  1983  issue  teacher  settlements  from  1983 
on  are  not  included  in  the  computerized  reporting  system  but  are  listed 
separately  in  the  appendix 

Work  Stoppage  Statistics:  (TABLE  IX  -  Inter  Provincial  Rankings).  To 
prepare  this  table  comparing  Alberta's  strike  record  with  other  provinces, 
it  is  necessary  to  use  Labour  Canada  data.  Their  methodology  and  criteria 
for  recording  strike  statistics  is  somewhat  different  from  ours,  so  the 
reader  should  note  that  the  person-days  lost  figures  for  Alberta  on  Table 
IX  are  not  strictly  comparable  to  the  figures  in  the  listing  of  "Legal 
Strikes  and  Lockouts  in  Alberta". 


DEFINITIONS: 

Job  Class  -  job  classification. 

Base  -  represents  the  starting  wage  rate  taken  from  the  lowest 
paid  classification  in  the  collective  agreement,  apart 
from  any  part-time  or  probationary  rates;  eg.  labourers 
or  helpers   rates  are  commonly  used  here. 

Mid  -  represents  the  starting  wage  rate  mid-way  between  the 
base  rate  and  high  rate.  If  there  is  no  rate  exactly 
half  way  between  the  base  and  high  rates,  the  rate  which 
is  closest  to  mid-way  is  used. 


High  -  represents  the  starting  wage  rate  taken  from  the  highest 
paid    classification    in    the    agreement    apart    from  any 
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foreman  or  supervisory  rates.  Journeyman  rates  are 
commonly  used  here. 

When  only  two  rates  are  listed  in  an  agreement,  the 
lowest  rate  is  used  for  both  the  base  and  mid.  When 
only  one  rate  is  given,  it  is  used  for  the  base,  mid  and 
high. 

The  reported  settlement  increases  in  Tables  I  to  III  are 
derived  by  taking  an  arithmetic  average  of  the,  base, 
mid  and  high  rates  in  each  settlement  and  applying  the 
weighting  formula  at  the  end  of  the  this  section.  For 
individual  settlements  all  rates  are  reported  in 
Appendix  "A". 

Public  Sector  -  For  the  purpose  of  this  report  organizations  involved  in 
the  following  activities  make  up  the  public  sector: 
broadcasting,  telecommunications,  utilities,  education 
and  related  services,  hospitals  and  related  health  care, 
urban  transit,  welfare  organizations,  and  public 
administration  (ie.  municipalities  and  government). 

Private  Sector  -  All  groups  not  listed  under  Public  Sector  are  considered 
private  sector  for  the  purpose  of  this  report. 

COLA  -  A  provision  in  a  collective  agreement  which  provides  for 

payment  of  a  cost-of-living  allowance  at  specified  times 
during  the  term  of  the  agreement,  based  on  increases  in 
the  Consumer  Price'  Index.  COLA  is  used  in  this  report 
to  indicate  additional  wage  increases  that  cannot  yet  be 
tabulated  as  explained  in  the  "Technical  Notes".  It  is 
also  used  when  end  rates  can  be  established  but  the 
agreement  states  that  there  could  be  additional 
increases  should  the  CPI  increase  by  a  specified  amount. 
All  collective  agreements  with  wage  reopeners  are 
treated  in  the  same  manner. 

Settlement  Date  -  is  the  date  that  the  collective  agreement  was  ratified 
or  signed.  If  this  date  cannot  be  established,  then  the 
effective  date  of  the  collective  agreement  is  used. 

is  the  date  the  new  wage  schedule  comes  into  effect  and 
is  usually  the  same  as  the  effective  date  of  the 
agreement. 

is  the  expiry  date  of  the  wage  schedule,  and  is  usually 
the  same  as  the  expiry  date  of  the  agreement  except  in 
cases  where  certain  COLA  or  wage  re-opener  clauses  are 
in  effect. 

is  the  duration  of  the  wage  schedule  and  is  usually  the 
same  as  the  duration  of  the  agreement  except  where 
certain  COLA  or  wage  re-opener  clauses  are  in  effect.
